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Arrested Students charged 
with arson, conspiracy 
and public mischief^

The riot squad of the Mont- 
real police yesterday arreisted 
ninety-four students occupying 
" the Sir George computing 
center for the past two weeks, 
but not before fl^es destroy- 
ed the one-million dollar com- 
puter and caused at least one 
million dollars other damage. 

The students are - charged 
with arson, conspiracy and 
public mischief; arson carries 
a mhiimum sentence of seven 
years and a maximum sentence 
of life imprisonment. 

Police arrived on the campus 
at about 5 am yesterday and 
sealed the students into the com- 
puting centre on the ninth floor, 
after being called by Magnus 
Flynn, Dean of Students. 

Acting principal Douglass B. 
Garke then ordered police to 
clear the computing centre, al- 
though the students had hidicated 
that if their forcible eviction 
were attempted, they would go 
down with the computer. 

After moving into the occupied 
area, police were obliged to with- 
draw, reporting' two minor 
.casualties, to await the arrival of 
the Special Squad (ije. riot police). 

Realising that they were linder 
seige, occupying students then 
began to throw various objects, 
includuig furniture and paper, out 
^ of tbë ninth floor windows. 
1^ nine o'clock, Mackay Street, 
oiif the East side of the Hall 
Building, in which the Center is -. 
situated, was covered by thou- 
' sands of program cards and 
reams of computer read-out pa- 
per, both blank and used. 

Computer tape, on which actual 
information is stored, also found 
its way to the street below. 

Supporters gather 

' Ahnost 200 supportera gather- 
ed by inid-moming in front of the 
' building, denAonstrating their sup- 
port by circling the building 
. chanting VWe want justice", and 
"Police go home". 

Throughout the morning and 
early afternoon the crowd around 
the univenity continued to grow 
Utto the thousands, filling Mackay^ 
' and Bishop, streets, and the sidi^ 
w^.on^the .opp(»ite side of Mai- 
sonneîiveStrèet. 

A scuffle between some of the 
200 supporters and the police 
resulted in two arrests, while 
frequent scuffles between people 
support of the occupation and . 
those in support of the police 
4^ resulted in strained feelings on 
both sides.

/ floor lowered a basket for con- 
tributions of food and cigarct:. 
tes. potential contributors were" 



discouraged by police and hostile 
bystanders. The basket was 
eventually ripped down: . 

The atmosphere became tense 
as someone (vague reports have 
indicated that it may have been a 
student or a professional pho- 
tographer) stuffed a burning rag 
.into the gas tank of a police van 
stalled by a human wall In its at- 
tempt to enter the garage of the 
HaU building. 

The rag was exthigulshed, how- 
ever, and the police cleared the 
way for. eleven police vehicles, 8 
vans and 3 cars, to enter the 
garage. 

Police then proceeded by ele- 
vator to the occupation area. 

At tills point, about one in the 
.afternoon, smoke bepn pouring

that the dismissal proceedings were.in no way 
related to Mr. Gray's academic activities, but 
specifically to his participation in the disruption 
of the Board of Governors meethig" (on Janu- 
ary 27). 

' The two sides will meet tomorrow monUng 
at 9:30 am "hi an attempt to settle the matter". 
'Also present at thé.meeting will be'the chair- 
man of 'Gray's Department' (Economics and 
Political Science) J. -R. Mallory; and the vice- 
president of the McGill Association of Univer- 
sity Teachers (MAUT) Trevor Lloyd. 

Asked at Ids press conference yesterday if 
the meeting would be open, Robertson said he 
had no objection if Gray had no objection and if. 
the meetbig would be ruly. Gray had no objec- 
tion and so the meeting will be open. 

Robertson alsp said tliat the admhiistration 
is "prepared to face, student disturbances" 
over the issue. 

In another devélopment. Assistant I^fes- 
sor Lou Goldberg said he and other sociology 
professbi? would "resign if Gray te fired".

In the absence of any other 
theory, it appears that the com- 
puter may have been moved in 
order to avoid the kind of occu- 
pation just ended at Sir George 
Williams. 

For many reasons, a com- 
puting centre is strategically 
and tiictically an advantageous 
target for an occupation, as dem- 
onstrated when MIS members in- 
vaded the computing centre in 
December. 

However, in the event of future 
dealings wiili restless natives, 
McGill will be well prepared for 
such an occupation.

Relegated to the lower-middle class po- 
sition of fourth in the'OQAA eastern divi- 
sion,, the hock^ Redmén must once again 
resort to crying. ** Wait till next year" to 
skeptical pudc fans on (^pus. ' 

The non-believers might be convinced of 
better things to come by looking at the 
names on coach Brian Gilmour's list of 
possible recruits. Among others, goalies 
Ken Drydcn of the Big Red of Cornell and 
Andy Molino of the Loyola Warriors are 
known to be considering continuing their 
academic studies and athletic recreation at 
McGill next year. 

But the addition of either of these two 
highly acclaimed personalities of the ice to 
the Redmen roister^is hardly likely by itself 
to give McGill Its^flrartrip to the OQAA 
playoffs since 1962. Not that Diyden and 
Molino are not excellent college goalies, but 
in Norm Lord the Redmen ah^ady have a 
pudcstopper who is among the top tlu^ bt 
the whole OQAA, and his efforts have not 
béèn^ehqii^^alone to lift the team from 
m«lldaity;A:= : 

Although Lord has not been able to make 
the Redmen a contender singlehandedly, he . 
at least has raised them from the'ranks of ' 

the ridiculous. He and defencemen Ken Rod 
Ross are the only additions of note to the 
team that finished dead last in the OQAA 
last year with a feeble 2-14 record. And 
there have been significant subtractions 
from thn967-fi8Aiineup, including leading 
scorer John TibbltsîlP»^: 

Move up in standings 

Yet the .196&^ Redmen are 5-8 in the 
OQAA, and have also beaten Sir George 
(twice) and Sherbrooke, the second and 
thurd place teams in the OSL, in a satis- 
fying, if not dramatic, turnabout from last 
yeair. The cause of the improvement is part- 
ly the coaching of Gilmour, who has urged 
determination and discipline from players 
that predecessor Dave Copp treated too 
kindly. But Gilmour's ulcer would be much 
less donnant if it were not for his goalie. 

"Lord is the only reason that we have 
been in contention in as many games as we 
have," the rookie coach says, regretting 
that he does not have as many players oT 



the calibre of his goalie. "He certainly de- 
serves to be named an all-star more than 
anybody else on the team." 

Lord is a fhst year law student who is 
celebrating his 21st -.birthday today. He 
played for Collège Sernihahre de Philosophie 
for seven years but not in his final year 
because the team was disbanded for lack of 
funds. 

Thus, the Redmen's most valuable player 
had not been on skates for 18 months when 
he came to McGill this year. He timidly re- 
turned to action in two practices with the 
Law School intramural team, but the talent 
showed through 'the rustincss and he was 
noticed by winger Jean Dupéré. who dragged 
him to a varsity practice. 

Lord admits to being scared at first even 
in practice with the Itedmen after his long 
layoff, but he soon made the team and re- 
placed inexperienced Dave Craig as first 



string goalie. He looked-shakey in his first 
few starts and suffered thr^Bh|iv|io. bad 
games in the . holidays' as -Bçaton^oUege 
bombed the; Redmen,- 8-1 and '9^3. Lord 
made 54 saves in. the 8-1 loss, but the lack 
of support from his teammates was dis- 
couraging. 

Since the Christmas break, though. Lord 
has established himself as the best goalie 
in the OQAA east and his team as an under- 
dog to be wary, of in the division. If he is 
hot, the Redmen can be very tough to beat 
They are 34 in the OQAA shice Christmas, 
and in all seven games the teams were tied 
or one goal apart going into the last five 
minutes of play. 

In recent games at the Winter Stadium, 
Lord frustrated the highscoring Carleton 
Ravens by stopping 48 of 52 shots in a 4-1 
loss, then turned back the Georgians 44 
times in a 3-1 win, including 26 saves in the 
second period alone.

A good goalie upsets the opposbig team, 
forces them to change their style of play.- A 
bad goalie djscpurages his own team, and 
Redmen veterans' like Sklppy Kerner, Rod 
McCarthy and Dupéré will tell how they felt 
like quitting some nights in the last few 
years as a procession of clowns performed 
in the net behind them. 

Flopping style successful 

Lord is not without his own faults. He 
flops too much, especially on breakaways. 
But in the OQAA, a goalie can get away with 
flopphig in scrambles around his net be- 
cause the forwards are not quick enough to 
lift the puck over a prosbtate padAnd lump. 
Fuirthennbre, he lusl^wliat^GIIinour de- 
scribes as "a good, no, a great glove hand." 

Gihnour is touthig his goalie as the east's 
all-star. The Redmen'coach cannot list his 
own players on the all-star ballot, but he 
will maice sure that the opposing coaches 
know Lord's name. Jacques Audy of Laval 
and Rick Bennlng of Carleton have better 
goals^against averages than the Redmen 
netminder's 3.81, but they see the puck half 
as niiidi during a game. 

Regardless of his prestige throughout the 
league. Lord should win the Bobby Bell 
Trophy as the Redmen's MVP. A good 
example ofhis worth can be seen in com- 
paring the Redmen's two games with 
Queen's to date. 

In the fh^t, November 16, the Redmen 
outshot the Gaels, 46-24, and still lost, 8-4, 
as goalie Craig demonstrated that he was 
not really much of an improvement on last 
season's osmotic being, Bruce Glencross. 

In -the second match with the Gaels last 
Saturday, the Redmen, minus Tibbits, Norm 
Chouinard, Roger Ouellette, and G^fgë Ha- 
milton (all of whom have quit thé téàih since 
November), Mike Stacey (injured) and Rod 
McCarthy (iijjùiedjfor half the game), still 
managed to^ËHoot Queen's,' 34-25, andi 
with Lord in goal, won an exciting 3-2 
contest. Lord was the difference between 
a spirited victory and an hritating defeat

The devastation In the Computing Center 



IN CONTRAST to the demonstrations in the streets around the Hall 
buildine. the atmosphere in the ninth floor corridor was like a scene 
out of a war movie just before John Wayne and the Marine's hit the 

beaches. Newsmen prowled between the protesters' barricades and the 
knots of helmeted and unilormed police, listened to hail-understood con- 
versations, laughed loudly. 

No one really knew what to expect and it was a relief to hear police, 
plans at an impromptu press conference. We were to be the gauntlet 
through which the demonstrators, afther the police had removed them, 
were to pass on their way to freight elevators and the paddly wagons In 
the sui>-basement garage. The operation, termed "evacuation" "by a 
police legal adviser, was to be swift, neat and painless. 

It wasn't. 

When the line of policy began to dismember the six-foot-deep bar- 
ricade, someone yelled there was smoke coming from the entrance. 
Then the lights went out and everyone began to cough and gag and shout 
for "extincteurs". Within seconds the entire section was filled with 
smoke and there was a jet of flame from the main barricade: everyone 
stampeded for the escalators and the first demonstrators were led into 
a detention room on the other side'of the floor. 

According to one police officer, the demonstrators, alter lighting 
the barricade, fled to the rear of the computing centre, some trying 
to make their way out by a fire exit others crowding around the com- 
puter itself, to take advantase of the'ventilating system. It was then that 
they attacked the machinery with axes and wooden bars. 

The only fatalities were several dozen rats in the psychology depart- 
ment, which were destined for beheavioral experiments.
